Statement of Services for which the Decoration has been 

awarded . 
A terrific explosion took place on the morning of 24th 
February , 1958, at Pathankot when ammunition boxes were 
being unloaded from railway wagons resulting in 43 persons 
being killed and 19 injured . A devastating fire broke out 
as a result of the explosion and threatened lo envelop thie 


whole town . But graver still was the risk of further explo 
sion from boxes of arotnunition and cylinders of oxygeti 
which had been unloacled and which were completely 
surrounded by the fire. This was the situation when shri 
J. S . Pathania lcd the Fire Brigade into the sprcading cori 
Ilagration in total disregard of personal safety . He personally 
initiated the task of salvaging the boxes of live ammunition 
and other combustiblc material and with the assistance of 
Military Fire Brigade Unity and rescue parties he was able 
to bring the conflagration under control within a couple of 
hours. Shri Pathania displayed conspicuous gallantry and 
exceptional couragc and leadership in conducting the fire 
fighting operations. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4 (1) of the 
rulcs governing the award of the President s Police and Firc 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowancc admissible to officers of the Fire Services as pro 
vided in rule 5 .
